GOOD    LIGHT  -What  It  Is  and  D 


]oes 


JOOD  LIGHT  is  the  right  amount  of  light 
at  the  right  place,  so  that  seeing  is  perfect 
everywhere.  One  of  the  best  ways  to  under- 
stand good  light  is  by  contrasting  it  with 
bad  light.  Dimness  is  bad  light.  So  is  over- 
brilliancy — that  is,  glittering,  piercing  light.  So  is  any 
illumination  in  which  bright  spots  and  heavy  shadow 
combine  to  tire  the  eyes  with  constant  changes. 

Dimness  causes  strain  by  making  the  eye  over-exert 
itself  in  order  to  see.  Curiously  enough,  over-brilliancy 
does  the  same  thing.  The  eye  automatically  closes 
against  the  pain — and  sometimes  worse — caused  by 
piercing  rays,  and  then  is  forced  to  over-exert  in  order  to 
get  normal  vision.  The  alternation  of  these  effects  is 
even  worse  than  either  alone.

Good  light  is  the  reverse  of  all  this.  It  makes  seeing 
easy  and  comfortable.  It  brings  objects  clearly  before 
the  eyes  without  effort. 

Good  light  soothes  and  rests  the  eyes  and  the  mind. 
It  shows  to  the  best  advantage  everything  it  illuminates. 
It  is  even  and  sufficient  and  satisfying. 


What  it  Means  for  the  Home 

Good  light  brings  comfort  and  beauty  to  the  home. 
By  saving  eye  strain,  it  saves  nerve  strain  and  the  long 
train  of  ills  which  follow  that.  Your  children  study 
better  by  good  light,  and  with  less  effort.  Your  whole 
family  works  better  and  plays  better  and  feels  better. 
It  makes  the  evening  hours  the  best  of  the  day,  as  they 
should  be. 
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Good  light  is  in  itself  beautiful,  and  reveals  instead  of 
detracting  from  the  beauty  of  its  surroundings.

What  it  Means  in  Business 

In  business,  good  light  means  increased  efficiency, 
productiveness,  trade,  profit.  Here  again  its  value  is 
most  easily  expressed  by  contrasting  it  with  bad  light. 

Employes  who  can't  see  well,  can't  work  well.  They 
make  mistakes;  turn  out  poor  product;  they  are  irritable, 
and  do  not  properly  represent  you  to  customers  or  clients; 
their  absences  for  sickness  are  more  frequent. 

Customers  who  can't  see  well  don't  buy  well.  They 
are  uncomfortable  and  in  a  hurry  to  get  away,  without 
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knowing  the  reason.  They  are  repelled  instead  of  attracted 
by  your  place  of  business. 

You  yourself  cannot  work  with  full  efficiency  if  you 
cannot  see  to  the  best  advantage. 

Every  business  man  has  seen  these  results.  Few, 
perhaps,  have  traced  them  to  the  real  cause.  Good  light 
is  the  remedy. 

What  It  Costs  and  How  to  Get  It 

Good  light  costs  no  more  than  poor  light.  You  must 
have  light;  it  might  just  as  well  be  good  as  poor;  it's 
entirely  a  matter  of  the  "how." 

Poor  light  wastes  a  great  deal  either  by  spending  your 
money  without  giving  you  anything  useful  for  it,  or  by

Good  light  not  only  saves,  being  the  product  of  the 
most  economical  use  of  current,  but  earns  a  profit  by- 
increasing  efficiency,  improving  health,  and  bettering 
business. 

What  Produces  Good  Light? 

Three  things:  the  right  kind  of  lamps;  their  correct 
placing;  proper  globes  and  shades. 

The  third  requirement  is  underlined  because,  taken 
by  and  large,  it  is  the  most  important  and  the  most 
neglected. 

Many  defects  in  planning  a  lighting  installation  can 
be  overcome  by  equipping  it  with  the  right  kind  of  glass-
